the only reference in PRI files to the "Founding 
Church of Scientology of Washington, D. C., Inc.," prior to 
the initiation of this suit on June 13, 1974, was a civil action 
brought by this organization in May of this year alleging that 
the FRI had wiretapped their telephones. See Founding Church 
of Scientology of Washington, D. C., Incorporated v. William BE. 
Saxhe, et ai., U.S.D.C, D.C., Civil Action No. 74-744. However, 
we do have records pertaining to an organization known as the 
Founding Church of Scientology, Church of Scientology, and 
Scientology, as well as its founder, L. Ron Hubbard. In the 
rt interest of clarity, a description of the type of records main- 
ge ained on each of the akove-naned will be set forth separately.

There are two main files on Mr. Hubbard, one contain- 
ng the results of an inquiry initiated by the FBI on February 26, 
LOS, after information vas received that he had been arrested 
n Chicago, Illinois, for kidnapping his wife and daughter and 
taking them out of the State of California.

ahi, this inquiry were furnished to the U. S. Attorney, Los Angeles, 
Dep. ADAdn. California, who instructed that no further investigation should 
Dep ADiev. be undertaken concerning this matter. We consider this to be

Tho other main file, which is hereafter referred to 
as file B, was opened on Mr. Mubbard in March, 1951, for the 
purpese of reporting the results of an interview he had with 
a representative of this Bureau. Mr. Hubbard stated that he 
suspected there vere cormunists within his organization, known 
as the Hubbard Dianectic Research Foundation, Inc., and that 
thoy were undermining its structure. This file consists of 
exchanges of correspondenes with Mr. Hubbard, newspaper clip- 
pings and other public source data concerning him and/or the 
Founding Church of Scientology, the Church of Scientology and 
Scientology which were furnished the FAI by private citizens, 
some of whom were associated with this organization. ‘There 
are also contained in this file references to other organiza- 
tions that appear ta he or to have been affiliations of the 
Church of Scientology, including the Nubhard Dianetic 
Research Poundation, Inc., Academy of Scientology, Hubbard 
Association of Scientologists, and the Nubbard Association 
of Scientology International. 

his file also contains extensive correspondence 
from third parties who have written the FRI over the years 
concorning Tic. Hubbard and/or these organizations, some of 
which contains allegations concerning possible violations 
of lay. In addition, there are also located in this file 
intra-agency memoranda from some of our field offices report~ 
ing information furnished then ky private citizens, including 
allegations of possible violations of law coming within our 
jurisdiction and the results of inquiries conducted by these 
field offices to determine if there was a violation coming 
within our jurisdiction. 


Alse contained in this file are inter-~agency memoranda 
reporting data furnished the Prt, and in turn, dissonuinated by 
this Burean to: (1) other Governmental agencies; (2) Legal 
Attaches: and (3) authorized law enforcement adencies. Some 
of these meroranda are classified. In addition, this file 
consists of internal nereranda or working papors in vhaich 
opinions are expressed and policies formulates and recommended. 
Ghe factual data contained in such momeranda is inextricably 
intertwined with the policy-making process. 


It is our contention that this main file is also an 
investigatory file compiled for lay onforcerent purposes and 
thereby onempt from disclosure pursuant to the provisions of

tha Freedom of Information Act. In addition to exemption 

{b) (7), we are confident that strong arguments against dis- 
closure can ko sustained by pointing out that exemption 

(b) (1) "...specifically required by Executive order to be 

Kept secret in the interest of the national defanse or foreign 
policy;" would be applicable to the documents classified 
pursuant to Executive Order 10501. We would further argue 
that third-party correspondence vould be protected under 
exemption (b) (4). Numorous individuals confide in the FBI 
under an expressed or implied understanding that their actions 
will bo hold in confidence and their identities as the source 


be protected. We further suggest that such individuals 
be protected by (b) {6}, since disclosure of their identities 
could constitute an unwarranted invasion of their privacy. 


the inter-agency and intra-agency meroranda in this 
file contain factual data, some of which tms obtained as a 
result of inquirics conducted by our ficld offices, which is 
inextricably intertuined with the policy-making process and 
therefore, vould be excluded under (b) (5). 


In addition, there are sors other references concerning 
lim. Hubbard and/or these organizations located in files in which 
they are not the subject of the investigation but are mentioned 
in or rvoferred to during the course of the investigation. In 
addition to being contained in investigative files compiled for 
lay enforcement purposes, some of the documents are classified 
pursuant to Duecutive Order 10501. Then there are several 
other references contained in ‘documents that are not located 
in investigative files, but which have been classified pursuant 
to Executive Order 10501. Such classified documents are pro- 
tected from disclosure pursuant to Section 552 {b}{1) of the 
Freedom of Information Act. 


FOUNDING CHURCH OF SCIETTOLOGY 


As pointed out above, references to this organization 
are alco contained in the above main investigative file 
pertaining to Tir. Nubbard (File B) and the sane arguments put 
forvard there for nondisclosure of data in that file would be 
applicable concerning this organization. In addition, there 
is another main file on this organization which was opencd in 
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Assistant Attorney General 
Civil Division 


August, 1966, upon the receipt of a communication from the 
Department of Justice requesting information from our files 

bo furnished the Tax Division of the Department concerning 

this organization and a number of its affiliated organizations 
since the Tax Division vas involved in litigation with the 
Founding Church of Scicntology. This file contains an exchange 
of correspondence between this Bureau and the Department of 
Justice pertaining to the litigation entiticd the Founding 
Church of Scientology v. United States, Court of Clains 

No. 226-661, Shere Is also one internal merorandun in this 
file that reports the results of a telephonic contact by a 
private citisen with a representative of the FBI in which 
allegations wore made indicating that the "Church of Scientology” 
was a subversive orqanization. ‘The arguments set forth above 
would also apply to this file. 


In tay of this year, another file was opened on the 
Founding Church of Scientology, Washington, BD. C., when an 
allegation was roceived by the FBI indicating a possible 
violation by representatives of this orqanization of the 
Interstate Transportation of Stolen Property - Fraud by Wire 
Statute. This is a curzont investigation and the contents of 
this file vould be oxenpt from disclosure as coming within 
the provisions of (b) (7) of the Act. 


CHURCH OF SCIENTOLOGY 

In addition to references concerning the "Church of 
Scientology” organization in file B mentioned akove, there 
is also anothor file concerning this organization which contains 
correspondence to the FRI fron third parties. Also contained 
therein is an internal memorandum reflecting the results of 
a telephonic contact by a private citizen with a representative 
of this Bureau in which he was critical of this organization, 
as well as an inter-agency merorandun reporting the results 
of an investigation conducted by local authorities in Uonolulu, 
Hawaii, in connection with a complaint made with then about 
this organization, We feel the contents of this file are 
protected from disclosure under exemptions {b) (4), (5), (6), 
and (7). 


Another £ile was opened on captioned organization 
in Decemhar of 1973 based on a private citizen visiting our 
Chicage Office and making alleqations that the Church of

As a result of this allegation, inquirins wore conducted by 
our Chicago Office and the results of such inguirics were 
reported in this file. Consequently, it is our contention 
that this is an investigatory file compiled for lar enforce~ 
sont purposes and thereby mpt from disclosure. 


Phere are other reforences to this organization in 
fiics in which it is not the subject of the investigation 
therein, but is mentioned or referred to during the course 
of the investigation. 


SCIEZOLOGY 


References concerning "Scientoloay" are all located 
in file B which has previously boon identified as an investi-~ 
gatory file compiled for lav enforcement purposes. 


BLL the akove-referred-to files are located at FET 
Neadquarters, Washington, D. C. 


With reqard to iton 5, it is noted that in your 
monorandum to the United States Attorney, Washington, D. C., 
dated duly 23, 1974, captioned as above, you have suggested 
that he move for disnissal of this suit or, in the alternative, 
for a surmary judgnent, pursuant to Rules 12(h) (1) and (6) 
of Federal Rules of Civil Procedure, since plaintiff has 
failed te exhaust all administrative remedies. In addition 
to that defonse, it is our contention that the various files 
moncioned above are covered under exemptions {(b) (1), (4), 

(5), (G), and (7) of the Preedon of Information Act. 


Novever, ve would have no objections to making 
available to the propor party changes of correspondence 
with Hr. Hubbard and other individuals associated with these 
organizations or their affiliates, nevapaper clippings and 
panphiets, and tvo internal mereranda concerning Ur. Rubbard 
and/or these organizations. 


In conclusion, it is our position that the docurents 
in our files, exeopting those ve have indicated as not object- 
ing to being made available te the proner party, should not 
disclose to plaintiff because to do so vould:
